Durin~ late October and early Movember other troons in the Peiping-Tientsin 
area indluded the following: 


a. A newly organized Division and Pohai Colum. were along the railroad from 
Tientsin to Tehsien (116-17, 37=27). 


vb. Unidentified units of YACG Yuemin Cis cy K ) were in the Peiving~Kupeikou 
(11710, }0-l1) area. 


Durinr late October and early Hovenber a central oublic safety column was 
orranized which comprised the 1, 2 and 3 Regiments, one swwervisory regiment, 
one cavalry battalion with a total of 500 men, and one unit of Dlainclothes 
guards; a total of 10,000 men equinned with 50 armored cars and 30 tanks. 
One regiment is at Tientsin and the romainder of the column is at Peiping. 


In carly November a paratroop division, with a tobal of 19,000 men, was 
training at Tunrchu (117-12, 38-37). 


From 7 to & Novembor the U: Army (sie) Regiment, 3 Artillery Division, arrived 
at Chienou (118-19, 27-0.) from Foochow in 80 trucks. The regiment is scheculed 
to move northward through Shanghai. 


On 25 October the 3 Field Aymy ordered the 9, Division, 32 Army, to be assombled 
in Shanrhad by 30 October. 
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
